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FOREWORD 


This summary of State lews on explosives was compiled pri- 
marily to ascertain what subjects relating to their control have 
been acted upon by each State legislature and, in géneral, how 
they have been treated. It does not includé any legislation 
passed after 1942, or any proclamations, regulations, or ad- 
ministrative orders. It does not purport or attempt to be 
authoritative. If any problem arises involving interpretation 
of the statutes of any particular State, the original source 
must be consulted for the exact words used by the léstslature. 
This summary, however, will be useful in determining whether 
relevant statutes exist, and in locating them quickly, with a 
minimum of effort. It will be of value also in comparing 
statutes in other States to determine what construction has 
been placed upon them by the courts of these jurisdictions or 
to contrast the varying provisions of many States upon a simi- 
jar subject. | 


To make these comparisons easier, the statutory provisions 
for each State have been grouped under several major topics in 
outline form. Although this sometimes has resulted in disrup- 
tion of the continuity of individual acts, the increased general 
clarity and availability of comparable sections have more than 
justified the procedure followed.

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The cutline is divided.into two parts: A, Explosives; and 
B, Fireworks. Part A, which jis the major portion of the outline, 
has peen divided into- eight sections, as.follows: 


1. Definitions and Coverage. This. section includes those 
Statutes or parts of statutes that contain no substantive pro- 
visions but define terms used or limit application of the © 
statutes. 


2. Manufacture, Distribution, and Use. Manufacture, distri- 
bution, and use ordinarily are inextricably linked in statutes; 
it was therefore thought wise to retain them as a unit, rather 
than to set them up as separate sections with countless cross 
references from one to the other. Although licensing provisions 
and provisions for the keeping of records apply also to other as~- 
pects of handling explosives, they ere linked chiefly with the 
business of menufacturing and selling explosives, and therefore 
they have been included in this section. - 

3. Transpotftation. This group of statutes includes regu- 
lations governing the transportation of explosives by all types 
‘of carriers, 


4, Storage in General. This section is limited to storage 
of exolosives, whetner for manufacture or s2le or otherwise, but 
excludes storage in mines and other special industries. 


©. otorage and Use in Mines. As regulations for the use 
and storage of explosives in mines usually differ greatly from 
regulations for surface operations, this difference has been 
carried into the outline. Included in this section are many 
safety regulations indirectly concerned with explosives, through 
the reculation of related tools and machinery. 


6. Storage end Use in Special Industries. In various States, 


certain industries are the subject of regulations for the storage 
and use of explosives. This section contains the specific re- 
quirements set up by these statutes. 


“7, Enforcement and Regulatory Agencies. In this section 


are grouped provisions establishing various licensing and en- 
forcement agencies, déscribing the means of enforcing the State 
explosives acts, designating State oP local authorities having 
the right to issve regulations, and giving especial rights of 
actton in certain courts.

8. Special Crimes Involving Explosives. The regulatory 
provisions in other sections of the outline frequently are sup- 
ported by penalties for their violation, which are referred to 
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in those sections. In this section are grouped those destructive 
acts with explosives which usually are accompanied by an evil in- 
tent and which more ordinariiv are classed as crimes. 


A separate part has been allotted to "Fireworks," because 
it is @ subject of entirely distinct legislation in most States. 


It must be realized that none of these divisions or séctions 
is exclusive, and.that statutes piaced in one section may ereatly 
arfect those in other sections, or have provisions relevant to 
other sections. Cross references indicate this interdependence 
of the most importent provisions. The subdivisions’ of the out- 
lime are placed in the center of the page to distinguish them 
trom the subdivisions provided by the State laws themSelves, all 
of which are noted on the extreme left side of the page. Wher- 
ever the title given to such a statutory subdivision is not the 
exact title used in the statutes, this fact is indicated by 
rackets around the title given. ‘The number and style of such 
ovate subdivisions vary because in some States it is necessary 
o list several subdivisions to identify the statute, while in 
thers all statutes are numbered seriatim throughout the Code, 
naking only one section number reference necessary.

These State laws pertaining to explosives aré being summa- 
rized in five information circulars, each covering a number of 
States and roughly corresponding to one or more of the eight 
districts into which the United States has been divided for 
rurposes of administration of work by the Bureau's Health and 
Safety Service, Where part of a State is in one district and 
part in another, the summary for that State is included in the 
information circular including States with which it seems to be 
rvrouped most logically.

(3) Fireworks other than those specified in subsections 
(1) and (2) shall be sold, stored and used only if the follow- 
ing requirements are complied with: 


(a) Such fireworks may be used and displayed only in open 
fields, public parks, private parks, or on rivers, lakes, or 
ponds, by public authorities or by private persons or organiza- 
tions that have been granted a permit for such a display by 
the Fourth of July commission or the mayor of the city, presi- 
dent of the village, or chairman of the town wherein the display 
is to be given. All persons granting any such permit shall have 
police power in the enforcement of this section. 


(b) The issuing offiters may require an indemity bond 
in the sum of $5,000 with good and sufficient sureties for 
payment of all claims that may arisé by reason of injuries to 
person or property from the handling, use or discharre of fire- 
works under such permit. Such’bond if required shall be taken — 
in the name of thé city, village, or town wherein the fireworks 
display is to be given, and any person injured theréby may | 
bring an action in his own name to recover the damage he has 
sustained. ; | 


(c) The bond,together with a copy of the permit,shall be 
filed in the office of the clerk of such city, village, 
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or town. The permit shall Be valid for the term of one year 
from the date of issue unless sooner revoked by the issuing 
officer for cause. A new permit shall not be issued to any 
person or organization while any judgment against the applicant 
for damage srowing out of the handling,.use, or discharge of 
Ror ks remains unsatisfied. 


(a4) Such fireworks shall not be stored, kept, sold, or — 
discharsed within 50 feet of eny gasoline pump, gasoline “filling 
station, or gasoline bulk station or any building in which 
gasoline or volatile liquid is sold in quantities in excess of 
one gallon. 


(e) Any person who at any time sells any such fireworks 
other then to a person or organization which at the time has 
and produces an unexpired permit as required by this subsection 
Shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this section and shall 
be liable for all dsmacs caused by such fireworks. A parent 
or guardien of any minor who shell knowingly permit’ such minor 
to purchase or have in nis possession or to discharge any such 
fireworks shall be deemed to have violated the provisions of 
this section and.shall be penSOUE LEY < liable for all damage 
caused by such fireworks. | 


(4) The mayor of each city, the president of each village, 
the chairman of each town, policemen, firemen, and all other 
peace officers are charced with the duty of enforcing this 
section in their respective jurisdictions. Failure to do so 
shall constitute srovnds for removal from office. It shall be 
the duty of the industrial commission to see that the provisions 
of this section are enforced throughout this State. 


(5) Any person who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this section shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon 
conviction thereof shall be punished by e fine of not less than 
$10 nor more than ~o00, or by imprisonment of not less than 30 
days nor more than six months, or by both such fine and impri- 
sonment. Each day during which such violation continues shall 
constitute a separate and distinct offense.
